Rep.  Hale  Boggs , others 
still  missing  in  Alaska 

NOTE-LATE  BULLETIN 


Late  last  night  two  coast  guard  pilots 
reported  hearing  a “very  strong”  signal 
from  an  emergency  beeper  about  10  miles 
west  of  Juneau,  Alaska.  The  plane  that 
was  carrying  Boggs  is  equipped  with  such 
an  emergency  device. 

ANCHORAGE,  Alaska  (AP)  — Military 
and  civilian  fliers  resumed  the  search 
Tuesday  for  a light  airplane  missing  and 
presumed  down  with  House  Democratic 
Leader  Hale  Boggs  and  three  others 
aboard. 

A spokesman  for  the  Rescue

Congressman  Brock  Adams  (D)  from 
Washington,  an  official  representative  of 
Senator  George  McGovern  addresses  a 
special  forum  assembly  tomorrow  at  10 
a.m.  in  the  de  Jong  Concert  Hall. 

Rep.  Adams  will  be  accompanied  by 
Senator  Frank  Moss  (D.)  from  Utah  and 
other  Democratic  Party  officials.  Sen. 
Moss  will  introduce  Congressman  Adams, 
who  represents  Washington’s  7th  District. 

Rep.  Adams,  who  was  educated  in 
public  schools  in  Iowa,  Oregon  and 
Washington,  is  a Navy  veteran.  He 
graduated  summa  cum  laude  in 
economics  from  the  University  of 
Washington  and  is  the  only  person  in  the 
history  of  that  school  to  have  served  as 
studentbody  president  as  well  as  to 
receive  the  president’s  medal  as  number 
one  scholar. 


Coordination  Center  at  Elemendorf  Air 
Force  Base  said  about  15  planes  took  off 
in  what  he  called  “touch-and-go 
weather.” 

Aboard  the  missing  plane  were  Boggs, 
58;  Alaska’s  lone  congressman,  Democrat 
Nick  Begich,  40;  Russell  Brown,  37,  an 
aide  to  Begich;  and  Don  E.  Jonz,  38,  the 
pilot.  Boggs  was  campaigning  in  Begich’s 
bid  for  re-election. 

The  National  Weather  Service  said  the 
forecast  for  the  vast  search  area,  which 
runs  from  Anchorage  550  miles  down  the 
coastline  to  Juneau,  was  for  light  rain. 

The  Air  Force  said  the  forecast  was  for 
strong  wind,  an  overcast  sky  and  “very 
marginal  flying  weather.” 

An  HC130  Air  Force  rescue  plane  flew 
a lonely  mission  throughout  the  night 
along  the  probable  flight  route  but 
reported  no  luck  in  its  electronic  search. 

President  Nixon  spoke  by  telephone  to 
Bogg’s  wife  Lindy,  the  White  House  said. 

Deputy  press  secretary  Gerald  L. 
Warren  said:  “The  President  told  her 
‘Hale  Boggs  is  in  our  thoughts  and 
prayers,’  ” referring  also  to  Mrs.  Nixon. 

Warren  said  Nixon  had  directed 
everything  possible  be  done  to  assist  in 
the  search.  The  President  “expressed  his 
profound  hope  that  Congressman  Boggs 
will  be  found  well.” 

Boggs  represents  the  New  Orleans,  La., 
area. 

In  Juneau,  the  state’s  Rescue 
Coordination  Center  said  it  was  checking 
reports  from  an  unidentified  ham  radio 
operator  in  California  that  he  heard  a 
distress  signal  from  the  missing  plane  on  a 
citizen’s  radio  band. 

The  twin-engine  Cessna  310  was 
reported  missing  Monday  on  a flight  to 
Juneau  from  Anchorage.

The  issue  of  campus  clubs,  particularly 
those  of  a cultural  nature  has  long  been  in 
question.  Service  or  social?  Friendship  or 
snobbery? 

There  are  many  who  make  it  through 
the  early  morning  musters,  seemingly 
endless  memorizations  of  songs,  yells  and 
members’  names,  interviews  and  initiation 
pranks  that  constitute  rushing  a club.  For 
the  majority  of  those  that  endure  to  the 
end,  the  experiences  which  follow  make 
the  rituals  of  pledging  a justifiable  means 
to  a sought-after  end. 

However,  difficulties  arise  when  clubs 
fail  to  follow  the  guidelines  outlined  by 
themselves  and  the  University,  according 
to  Dean  Cameron. 

Although  many  clubs  have  responded 
to  the  reminder  given  by  Cameron  last 
spring,  others  have  not.  Such  a case 
occurred  this  fall  when  one  girls’  club 
failed  to  implement  the  membership  and 
rush  requirements  listed  in  their 


constitution.  Rushees  were  told  during 
the  open  house  that  they  would  be 
judged  on  talent,  spirituality,  creativity, 
intelligence  and  athletic  ability.  The  club 
constitution,  however,  listed  different 
requirements,  stating  that  the  girls  would 
be  judged  on  their  ability  to  perform 
various  athletic  tasks  not  mentioned  at 
the  open  house. 

“They  didn’t  say  a thing  about  running 
a mile  or  shooting  basketballs,” 
commented  one  California  coed  who 
rushed  the  club. 

When  confronted  by  Stevens,  the 
president  pleaded  ignorance  of  existing 
membership  requirements,  adding  that 
she  would  submit  a new  constitution. 

By  their  own  accounts,  many  club 
rushees  were  unaware  of  the  club 
requirements. 

“I  can’t  remember  what  the 
qualifications  were.  I don’t  think  it 
helped  to  know  people,”  said  a fashion 
management  coed. 

“I  think  it  has  a lot  to  do  with  who  you 
know,  not  who  you  are.  All  clubs  are  like 
that,”  said  an  English  major. 


Under  the  policy  explained  last  year, 
most  club  presidents  feel  rushees  have 
“cut  themselves”  by  not  fulfilling 
requirements.  Such  is  the  case  with  one 
club,  which,  after  two  rush  activities, 
found  their  rushees  had  dwindled  from 
82  to  41,  all  of  whom  were  then 
admitted,  according  to  Stevens. 

Yet,  some  presidents  admit  to  having 
based  membership  on  such  non-objective 
qualities  as  “friendliness,  neatness  in 
appearance,”  “spirit  and  enthusiasm,” 
“poise,”  and  “spirituality.” 

“I  can’t  say  what  the  qualifications  for 
membership  are,”  stated  an  officer  of  one 
female  campus  organization.  “You  have 
to  put  standards  and  limits  on  things.” 

“We  don’t  go  at  all  on  looks  or  riches. 
We  sent  a letter  to  all  the  girls  who  didn’t 
make  it  telling  them  we  loved  them  and 
still  considered  them  our  sisters  in  the 
Gospel,”  she  added. 

One  club  president  said  those  who  feel 
out  of  place  usually  eliminate  themselves. 
However,  “this  still  leaves  two  or  three

Participants  in  the  College  of 
Business  Advisory  Council  session 
will  discuss  with  faculty  members 
and  students  problems 
which  companies  are  now  facing  in 
management,  markets,  financing, 
personnel,  and  social 
responsibility.

Missionary  zeal  and  bringing  the 
gospel  to  life  were  the  central 
themes  presented  by  Elder 
LeGrand  Richards  of  the  Council 
of  the  Twelve  in  Tuesday’s 
devotional  assembly  in  the 
Marriott  Center. 

“Those  of  us  raised  in  largely 
Mormon  communities  take  our 
Church  membership  for  granted,” 
said  Elder  Richards.  Our  religion 
is  more  or  less  fact  to  us  and  is 
not  really  alive  within  us,  as  it 
should  be,  he  noted. 

“As  Peter  said,  we  should  show 
forth  our  spirit  by  the  lives  we 
live,”  said  Elder  Richards,  “and 
we  ought  to  be  able  to  give  a 
reason  why  we  are  members  of 
the  Church.” 

Elder  Richards  related 
experiences  he  has  seen  and 
experienced  in  the  mission  field 
and  emphasized  that  real 
missionary  work  in  the  field  can 
help  give  young  people  the 
enthusiasm  they  need  so  they 
won’t  take  their  religion  for 
granted. 

“THE  MISSION  field  lends 
experience  that  an  education  can’t 
give,”  he  said.  “We  give  them 
something  in  the  mission  field 
that  is  worth  far  more  than 
academic  training.  We  take  things 
for  granted  only  until  we  can  get 
into  the  mission  field.” 

Brigham  Young  University 
affords  another  opportunity  for 
developing  the  spirit  of  the  gospel, 
according  to  Elder  Richards.  “I 
am  interested  in  the  spirit  of  the 
gospel,  and  I would  hope  that  in 
this  institution  you  are  doing  all 
you  can  to  bring  the  gospel  to 
life.” 

BYU  is  implanting  enthusiasm 
for  the  gospel  in  the  hearts  of 
each  of  the  students,  he  observed. 
“This  institution  is  doing  great 
things  for  us.” 

After  recalling  numerous 
personal  experiences,  Elder 
Richards  ended  on  this  note:  “If 
you  don’t  know  the  gospel  is  true, 
I advise  you  to  find  out.

goals,  as  presented  by  Dean 
Cameron.  These  are:  first,  to 
develop  testimonies  of  the 
restored  gospel;  second,  to 
develop  parental  effectiveness;

“WITHIN  THIS  framework, 
BYU  fills  the  unique  position  of 
an  excellence  in  major  studies  and 
research,  but  also  to  the  building 
up  of  the  Kingdom  of  God.  We  as 
the  students  should  not  be  passive 
objects  of  programs  geared  to 
achieve  these  ends,  but  should  be 
active  participants  in  their 
realization;  not  only  in  student 
government  but  also  in  the 
classroom,  the  branch,  and  in 
social  activities,”  said  Reynolds. 

Reynolds  noted  student 
government  has  a specific  place  in 
four  areas:  1.  serving  both  the 
Church  and  student  as  a 
representative  body  and  as  a 
channel  of  information;  2. 
complementing  the  work  of  the 
colleges;  3.  providing  leadership 
experience  and  training;  and  4. 
serving  with  the  rest  of  the 
studentbody  as  a showcase  of  the 
principles  endorsed  .by  the 
University. 

“CONSISTENT  with  these 
principles  is  our  desire  to 
minimize  procedural  statements  in 
the  constitution,”  said  Reynolds. 
“Those  that  we  will  propose  are: 
1.  financial  policies  will  be 
.established  by  the  executive 
council,  in  harmony  with  BYU 
policies;  2.  all  bylaws  must  be 
reviewed  and  approved  by  each 
newly  elected  executive  council; 
3.  each  executive  council  will 
establish  their  own  policies  of 
procedure;  and  4.  all  elected 
officers  shall  maintain  open  book 
policy  regarding  expenditures  of 
his  office.” 

“It  is  my  personal  feeling,” 
Reynolds  said,  “that,  in  harmony 
with  Joseph  Smith’s  principle  of 
having  the  people  govern 
themselves,  we  as  a studentbody 
do  all  that  we  can  to  help  meet 
the  goals  and  purposes  of  the 
University.”

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Utah  law 

Babysitting  can  be  crime

Y professors  submit 
Provo  Canyon  findings 


Sitters  and  children  have  long 
agreed  and  in  Utah  the  State  also 
agrees  that  babysitting  can  be  a 
crime. 

Utah  law  prohibits  anyone  from 
tending  three  or  more  children.  A 
person’s  own  pre-schoolers  must 
be  added  into  the  total,  according 
to  Loraine  Jensen,  social  service 
worker  in  charge  of  Utah  County 
day  care. 

She  went  on  to  say  not  only  is 
tending  a crime,  but  parents  are 
also  in  violation  of  state  law  when 
they  leave  the  child  with  an 
unlicensed  sitter. 

THE  YOUNG  social  worker  said 
there  are  currently  123  licensed 
“day  care  mothers”  in  Utah 
County  and  she  is  processing  an 
additional  16  applications  for 
licenses. 

She  explained  each  “mother” 
can  tend  up  to  six  children  and 
the  six  must  include  her  own 
pre-schoolers. 

“We  have  enough  licensed  day 
care  mothers  to  handle  the 
number  of  requests  that  come  but 
it’s  obvious  that  a lot  of  (BYU) 


students  are  placing  their  kids  in 
unlicensed  homes,”  said  Miss 
Jensen. 

The  state  rate  of  $3  a day  for 
“family  day  care”  of  a child  runs 
much  higher  than  the  going  rate 
for  “illegal”  operations  but,  “I 
think  the  students  who  pay  30-35 
cents  an  hour  to  tend  their  kids 
are  getting  exactly  what  they  pay 
for.” 

TO  OBTAIN  a license,  a 
prospective  “day  care  mother” 
must  fill  out  an  application  which 
requires  local  references  and  a 
medical  examination  prior  to 
licensing.  After  the  forms  have 
been  filed,  Miss  Jensen  makes  a 
home  visit  to  the  applicant  and 
evaluates  the  “mother”  as  a 
housekeeper  and  checks  for  play 
and  nap  space  in  the  home.  The 
whole  process  takes  three  to  six 
weeks  to  complete. 

The  licenses  are  good  for  one 
year,  and  a yearly  medical 
examination  is  required. 

Miss  Jensen  reports  the

THE  STATE  has  provisions 
under  the  low  income  family  day 
care  program  to  help  families  who 
cannot  afford  the  $3  a day  for 
babysitting  and  she  says  many 
married  students  could  qualify  for 
the  aid. 

An  accounting  is  made  of 
family  incom.e  and  if'  it  is 
established  that  the  parents 
cannot  meet  the  expense,  the 
State  Division  of  Family  Services 
pays  the  bill. 

There  are  no  residency 
requirements  connected  with  the 
aid,  she  explained. 

She  also  said  there  are  no 
residency  requirements  for  “day 
care  mothers.’’  In  fact, 
non-citizens  can  be  “mothers” 
without  having  a work  visa  and 
they  need  not  work  full  time.

Dr.  David  White,  submitted  a final  report  on  the  water  resources  of  f| 
the  canyon. ' 

In  his  report  Dr.  White  noted  much  of  the  water  in  the  Provo  River  is 
imported  from  outside  the  river’s  drainage  basin.  More  importantly,  j 
Provo  River  from  Olmstead  to  Deer  Creek  accounts  for  a major  portion  rf 
of  Utah’s  stream  fishing. 

There  is  a great  potential  for  fishing  as  well  as  canoeing  and  tubing  on  t < 
the  river,  White  said. 

Other  final  sub-committee  reports  are  expected  to  be  turned  in  for  ) 
review  and  recommendations  by  the  Advisory  Committee  in  the  next 
few  weeks.

Defenders  available  to  students

Just  as  persons  in  the  United 
States  have  the  right  to  appeal 
cases  to  higher  courts  and 
eventually  to  the  U.S.  Supreme 
Court,  BYU  students  have  this 
same  right,  along  with  an  added 
service— a free  student  defender. 

ASBYU  offers  to  any  student 
who  feels  he  has  an  appeal  the 
help  of  the  student  defender  or 
his  assistant  in  preparing  or

presenting  his  case.  Warren 
Robinson  is  serving  this  year  as 
student  defender,  with  A1 
Thompson  assisting  him. 

“We  are  here  to  provide 
advisory  help  in  cases  where 
students  feel  their  rights  have 
been  infringed  upon  or  they  have 
been  unjustly  treated  in  a lower 
court,”  Robinson  explained. 

“In  the  past,”  Thompson  said, 
“we  have  dealt  mainly  in  traffic 
appeals.  I think,  though,  this  is 
because  students  didn’t  realize 
that  our  office  existed.” 

Student  defenders  have  the 
authority  to  aid  students  on  any 
kind  of  case. 

Most  cases  come  from  those 
appealing  from  the  lower  courts. 
The  appeal  usually  deals  with  a 
point  of  law  or  an  overriding 
consideration  of  fairness  and 
justice. 

When  a student  takes  his  case  to 
a defender  for  help,  Robinson  or 
.Thompson  gives  him  a brief 
outline.  This  helps  him 
understands  the  legal  form  that  he 
must  present. 

The  student  defender’s  jpb  is  to 
review  the  case  with  him  and  help 
the  student  find  an  argument  or  if 
he  wishes,  to  actually  present  the 

Planetarium 
shows  open 

“Our  Physical  Universe”  will  be 
the  subject  of  the  lecture  and 
show  in  BYU’s  Summerhays 
Planetarium  Thursday. 

Open  to  the  public,  the 
showings  will  begin  at  7:30  p.m. 
and  8:30  p.m.  under  the 
planetarium  dome  atop  the  Eyring 
Science  Center.  Lecturer  will  be 
Dr.  D.  N.  McNamara,  professor  of 
physics  and  astronomy  at  BYU. 

Built  in  1957,  it  was  the  first 
: planetarium  in  Utah. 

An  audience  of  about  60 
persons  can  be  seated  at  'one  time 
in  the  hemispherical  structure  to 
view  the  celestrial  show.  A 
complicated  projector  creates  an 
illusion  of  the  sky  on  the 
i underside  of  the  dome. 

A replica  of  the  skyline  of  Utah 
Valley  as  it  would  be  seen  from 
the  roof  of  the  Science  Center  is 
built  around  the  lower  edge  of  the 
idome.  This  third  dimensional 
skyline  gives  as  near  a true 
impression  of  the  actual  night  sky 
scene  as  possible.  Even  the  block 
Y on  the  east  mountain  is 
duplicated  and  can  be  lighted. 

Regardless  of  the  weather 
outside,  the  projector  recreates 
the  appearance  of  the 
constellations  of  stars  and  milky 
way  as  seen  at  different  times  of 
the  year  and  at  different  latitudes 
on  the  earth.  It  shows  the  daily 
motions  of  the  sky  and  changing 
position  of  the  sun,  moon  and 
bright  planets. 


case  before  the  Supreme  Court  for 
him. 

“We  try  to  take  as  unbiased  a 
view  as  possible,”  Thompson 
explained.  “We  never  refuse  a case 
and  even  if  we  don’t  win  in  the 
first  appeal,  we  rewrite  the  brief 
from  a different  angle  to  resubmit 
it  and  try  again.” 

“Students  can  obtain  just  the 
advisory  segment  and  may  choose 
to  defend  themselves,”  he  added. 

The  student  defenders  feel  that 
winning  one  seemingly  obscure 
case  sets  a precedence  for  all 
future  cases.  That  one  case  has 
thus  helped  the  entire  student 
body  sometimes  for  years  to 
come. 

One  student  received  a ticket

last  year  in  a parking  area  that  he 
felt  was  not  clearly  marked.  As 
evidence  revealed  itself,  he  won 
his  appeal  and  the  case  was 
dismissed.  Robinson  and 
Thompson  say  that  everyone 
benefitted  from  this  because  the 
parking  lot  was  immediately 
marked  clearly,  protecting  others 
from  tickets. 

“I  feel  that  all  things  must  be 
done  in  proper  order,”  Robinson 
explained.  “We  are  here  to  help 
the  student  know  the  rules  and 
protect  him  from  any  unfair 
practices  that  may  occur.” 

The  office  was  designed  to 
provide  a means  whereby  students 
and  their  rights  could  be 
protected.

For  a guy  who  didn’t  get 
elected  to  the  school  board  this 
year,  Gary  Rubow,  senior  in 
Marketing  at  BYU,  doesn’t  seem  to 
be  a bit  discouraged. 

“I  have  no  immediate  plans,”  he 
said,  “but  I intend  to  stay 
involved  in  politics  for  a long 
time.” 

Rubow  said  he  felt  his 
participation  in  the  school  board 
race  was  in  response  to  a civic 
need. 

“The  government  needs  people 
in  it  to  help  out,”  he  said,  “and  I 
felt  that  the  local  school  board 
needed  some  new  blood  in  it.” 

He  said  since  school  board 
positions'  are  non-paying  and  do 
not  make  large  demands  on  the 
members,  perhaps  there  is  a 
tendency  to  give  low  priority  to 
board  duties. 

“It  takes  time  to  get  involved,” 
he  commented.  However,  he  felt 
that  he  had  the  necessary  time  to 
get  involved. 

Rubow  is  not  a newcomer  to 
the  political  scene. 

“I’ve  been  active  in  politics  for 
a long  time,”  he  admits,  “in  fact  I 
was  a precinct  captain  before  I 
could  vote.” 

Convinced  that  politicians 
should  come  from  a variety  of 
backgrounds,  Rubow  plans  first  to 
go  into  business  and  then  follow 
any  serious  political  aspirations. 

“There  are  too  many  politicians 
in  politics,”  he  asserts.  Rubow 
added  that  it  makes  more  sense 
for  an  elected  official  to  come 
from  the  community  than  from  a 
political  science  class.

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‘Gentle  way5  returns  to  BYU

The  gentle  art  of  judo  has 
returned  to  BYU. 

The  BYU  Judo  Club,  which 
discontinued  meeting  two  years 
ago  was  reorganized  on  Sept.  27. 
Mike  Deming,  a member  of  the 
Church  Education  and 
Development  staff  at  BYU,  and 
club  advisor,  indicated  it  was 
reorganized  to  enable  enthusiasts 
to  meet,  work  out  and  share 
techniques. 

Judo,  which  literally  means 
“the  gentle  way,”  was  created  in 
1882  by  a Japanese  college, 
professor,  Dr.  Kano  Jigoro.  Jigoro 
studied  weaponless  fighting  arts  of 
the  ancient  Orient  and 
synthesized  his  findings  into  judo. 

Judo  gained  popularity  in  the 
U.S.  as  servicemen  returned  from 
assignments  in  the  Orient  where 
they  were  introduced  to  the  sport. 
Today,  it  is  a world -wide  Olympic 
sport. 

BYU  freshman  Norm 
Smallwood  will  serve  as  the  BYU 
club’s  instructor.  A judo 
enthusiast  since  age  10, 
Smallwood  wo  n third  place  in  the 
Canadian  National  Championships 
at'  18.  He  has  a first  degree  black 
belt. 

“The  belt  color,”  says 
Smallwood,  “is  a representation 
of  your  talent  and  technique.” 
Even  though  ranking  systems 
differ,  most  use  white  to  designate 
novice,  brown  to  indicate 
intermediate  and  black  for 
advanced  degrees. 


Judo  competition  always  begins 
and  ends  with  a respectful  bow. 
Like  the  handshake  in  boxing  or 
football,  it  signals  readiness  at  the 
beginning.  At  the  end  of  a match, 
the  bow  is  an  expression  of 
thanks. 

Smallwood  indicated  this 
attitude  of  politeness  along  with 
physical  and  mental  conditioning 
is  the  philosophy  of  . the  sport. 

The  object  in  a judo  match  is  to 
score  one  point.  The  winning 
point  is  scored  bv  a forceful  clean 


throw,  a hold-down  lasting  30 
seconds  or  a lock  or  choke  in 
which  the  loser  signifies  defeat  by 
tapping  the  mat. 

Though  it’s  rough  sounding, 
club  sponsor  Mike  Deming 
emphasized  judo  is  indeed  “the 
gentle  way.”  He  said,  “Technique 
is  more  important  than  brute 
force.  You  challenge  your 
opponent’s  technique,  but  in  a 
polite  and  gentle  way.” 

In  addition,  beginners  must  first 
learn  the  good  manners  of  judo 


and  how  to  fall  safely  before 
other  techniques  are  taught. 

Among  the  participants  in  the 
club’s  first  meeting  were  two 
coeds  who  have  both  earned 
brown  belt  designations. 

For  women,  judo  offers 
techniques  which  can  be  used  as 
self-defense,  especially  if  a 
would-be  assailant  has  no  judo 
training. 

The  BYU  club  holds  workouts 
from  8-10  p.m.  every  Wednesday 
and  Thursday  in  the  wrestling 
room  of  the  Smith  Fieldhouse.
